For Next Year Announced

ers will not ho paid to leave 
allotments acres idle in 1969, 
according 
to word received 
here late Monday by Charles 
Bragg, executive vice presi­ 
dent of Rolling Plains Cotton 
Growers, loc. 
In a telephone conversation 
with USDA officials in Wa-h- 
rogulations of the 1969 cotton 
ington, Bragg was advised that 
regulations 
of 
tho 
1969 
program will provide for eli­ 
mination of both m andatory 
and voluntary diversion next 
year. F arm ers will, however, 
receive a higher price support 
on cotton planted within th* 
farm ’s domestic allotment. 
O ther d e ta ils of the program 
arc about as expected, Bragg 
said. 
The allotment is un­ 
changed at 16.2 million acres; 
the piice support loan rate is 
again at 20.25 cents per pound 
basis middling one-inch. T h e 
national average yield for pay­ 
ment purposes 
remains at 
545 pounds and -'kip-row plant­ 
ing regulations 
will be tho 
same as those in effect in 1968. 
In 1968, cotton farmers were 
required 
to divert from pro­ 
duction 
5 per cent of each 


allotm ent and were paid 10.- 
76 
cents per pound on the 
farm's projected yield. In ad­ 
dition, growers were offered 
6 cents per pound to leave an­ 
other 30 per cent of the allot­ 
ment idle. 
For 1969, 
both voluntary 
and mandatory diversion have 
been eliminated. 
Because 
of the so-called 
“Ellender Am endm ent” to the 
1965 F arm Act which requires 
that price -upport and loan 
levels equal 65 per cent 
of 
parity, farm ers will reecho a 
direct price -upport payment 
of 1173 cents per pound, up 
2.5 cent- from tho 1968 level. 
Any producer 
who has a 
projected yield of 500 pounds 
per acre for 1969 could re­ 
ceive a paym ent of 873.65 per 
acre on the first 65 per cent. 
of hi- allotment. He will re­ 
ceive no paym ent on acreage 
in exec-- of 65 per cent.

to take soil samples are all 
available from the offices of
